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PREFACE 


The Gallery takes great pleasure in presenting the Second Annual Exhibition 
of Works by Artists of Washington and Vicinity. In order not to conflict with 
the programs of the neighboring museums in Maryland and Virginia, our show 
is gathered from among the artists living within a radius of twenty-five miles 
of the Gallery. In addition to the paintings, water colors, prints, sculpture, 
drawings and miniatures which were included in the first exhibition, we have 
now added the new category of ceramics. 

These works which were judged by an impartial jury of prominent out-of-town 
artists, were submitted by over three hundred individuals. By no means were 
the latter all professional artists, for one of the purposes of this exhibition is to 
give equal opportunity to everyone, whether student, professional or "Sun¬ 
day painter." However, the same standards of excellence were required of all. 
The Gallery acknowledges with sincere thanks the assistance it has received 
from the numerous artists' societies in drafting plans for the exhibition, as well 
as in their actual execution. From the experience gained in this exhibition, we 
all hope to be able to effect improvments which may be applied to plans for the 
next season. 

The Jury, selected from suggestions of the local art organizations, consists of 
three noted professional artists, and two representatives of the Gallery. Their 
fine cooperation and judgment deserve our grateful appreciation. A special 
word of thanks is due Mr. Zorach for his very pertinent Foreword.

FOREWORD 

The word "jury" implies compromise. No group of men or women in any pro¬ 
fession see alike, think alike, or are moved alike. The choice of paintings, 
or sculpture by a jury necessarily reflects personal preferences, based on per¬ 
sonal judgment, multiplied by agreement, reduced by disagreement, with com¬ 
promise as the inevitable sum total. Some like it hot, some like it cold, some 
like it new, some like it old. The prize-winner in one national exhibition may 
have been rejected by the jury of another national exhibition during the 
same season. Nevertheless, experience proves that, whatever their idiosyn- 
cracies, a jury composed of professionals in the field—museum directors, artists, 
critics—conscientiously selects from the work submitted those of true merit 
within each category of interest—and the prize-winner is always one that stood 
out among the others for some special merit or interest. 

But remember that juries are always limited in their selection by what was 
submitted; they cannot improve on what they have to select from. And that selec¬ 
tion is always complicated by borderline cases—the choice is so often between 
work of almost equal merit or interest. 

A jury is not infallible; some of the greatest and most talented artists have 
been rejected by juries, but also remember that no better substitute has ever 
been found for the jury. 

As to the Public— 

The Public is entitled to freedom of taste; but should it have the liberty ro 
condemn? 

The Public does not have to enjoy a work of art because a jury accepts it or a 
museum hangs it, but it should respect it. A work of art either gives one 
pleasure or not. This depends on what one seeks in a picture or sculpture. 

The Public should ask: Is this alive, is it creative, does it speak through form 
and color, and not just through association, literature, a sermon, or political 
propaganda. Understanding art is the result of visual experience. The unfamiliar 
always frightens us. But instead of condemning, we should try for closer ac¬ 
quaintance. Art expression is as varied as life and people. There is no one 
way that is the right way. Art does not conform to a school, a single direction. 

A painting or sculpture will speak to the Public only if the Public will listen, 
if it will respond to the mood, the character, the power expressed by the artisL 
The Public may not like a specific work but it should not condemn it but respect 
it and give it a chance. Today the museums, the galleries, the publications 
give the Public a chance, and the growing interest throughout the country is 
healthy evidence that the public is gradually learning to see.

ALEXANDER JAMES IN RETROSPECT 

The Alexander James Memorial Exhibition, opening with a private view on 
December 6, brings to Washington a representative collection of about seventy 
examples of the work in oil, water color, chalk and charcoal, of a painter 
who had many connections with Washington. Not the least of these was a 
period spent as an instructor at the Corcoran School of Art. 

Alexander James, a member of the distinguished family which included William, 
his father, and Henry James, his uncle, was born in 1890. A student at the 
School of the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, and of Abbott H. Thayer, James 
settled in 1920 in New Hampshire, and for the rest of his life was intimately 
connected with Dublin, the surrounding countryside and its inhabitants. Here 
he painted those revealing studies of his neighbors such as EMBATTLED FARM¬ 
ER and OLD HUNTER, and the more formal but equally sensitive portraits of 
MRS. DEAN ACHESON, JOHN P. MARQUAND and DR. JAMES L. GAMBLE. 
Whether formal or informal, James' portraits possess warmth of understanding, 
keen interest in the portrayal of character and, in execution, a bold facility 
which was achieved only after years of searching labor. 

James died in February of 1946, and with the help of his widow Fredericka 
James this exhibition was organized as a memorial to him by The Currier 
Gallery of Art, in Manchester, and The Museum of Fine Arts, Boston. It wiil 
remain on view at the Corcoran through January 4, 1948. An illustrated cata¬ 
logue of the exhibition is available at fifty cents. 

The Washington showing of this exhibition will be enriched by the generous 
loan of certain paintings from the collections of Mrs. Herbert B. Elliston and 
Mrs. L. Corwin Strong.
